CoLuMBUS, Dec. 30.—The Railroad 
authorities here say the strike must 
break before many days. On the 
other hand, a visit to-day to the 
rooms of the Brotherhood of Engi- 
neers, shows them to be as determin- 
as they were last week. They say 
Chief Engineer Wilson’s orders had 
no effect on them. The worst feature 
of the trouble here was the discovery 
of obstructions on the track of the 
Little Miami Railroad in three places 
within the city limits. An engine 
about to leave with a train to-night 
was found to be soaped. The railroad 
authorities are attempting to run all 
their day trains, and have got more 
away to-day than any day since the 
strike commenced. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dee. 30.—All 
striking engineers in this vicinity 
have refused to accept the offer 
of the Jefferson ville, Indiana and In- 
dianapolis Railroad Company and 
none of them have resumed work 
yesterday. At a meeting of the 
Brotherhood last night the authority 
of Grand Chief Engineer Wilson was 
disavowed, and the reported acts of 
violence by striking engineers else- 
where were strongly condemned.

A HORRIBLE MURDER, 


Col. Joseph C. Spalding Assassinae 
in Henrico Courthouse, Va. 


The Richmond papers give an ac- 
count of the murder, on Friday night 
last, of Col. Joseph C. Spalding, in 
Henrico Courthouse, situated on the 
corner of Main and 22d streets in that 
city. The body was discoyered Sat- 
urday morning in the southeast room 
of the Courthouse in a sitting posi- 
tion on a bench, cold and rigid in 
death. Upon examination it was 
found that the deceased had come to 
his death from wounds received on 
the head at the hands of some un- 
known person. He had been accus- 
tomed tosleeping in this room, his 
habits of late years having rendered 
him homeless, but no cause for the 
brutal murder can be found, as it was 
not Known that he had any enemies, 
being harmlessin his nature, and it 
could not have been prompted by cu- 
pidity, as the deceased but seldom 

ad any money about him. 

The Richmond rau gives the fol- 
lowing sketch of the life of the un- 
fortunate man : 

„Colonel 
Richmond on the 25th of December, 
1815. He served an apprenticeship 
in the machine shops of the Rich- 
mond and Fredericksburg Railroad, 
but studied law, and, obtaining a 
license, practised for a time in Rich- 
mond, with every promise of emi- 
nence in his profession. He married 
a Miss Howlett, whose father was 
once propietor of the old “Swann 


was born in 


Tavern,’ on Broad street. He 
then moved to Weston, in 
Lewis county (now included in 
West Virginia, where he re- 


mained until the commencement 
of the late war, when he re- 
turned to his old home. He was a 
chivalrous officer in the Confederate 
army, serving as Lieutenant-Colonel 
of cavalry. After the war he located 
in this city, and resumed the prac- 
tice of law. but becoming addicted to 
the vice of intemperance secured 
very few clients, and was often an 
objectof commiseration to his friends, 
who knew that he fine 
qualities of both head and heart. He 
was a brother‘’of Dr. George Spalding, 
who abour 
twenty-five years ago by swallowing 
— and of Colonel James W. 
Spalding, at one time on the editori- 
— staff of the Whig, who was killed 
by Federal pickets at Cheat Moun- 
tain during the late war. The fami- 
ly of the deceased is in West Vir- 
Einia.“

THE CORON ER ACTIVE—PARTICU- 
LARS OF THE BOB SMITH MURDER. 
—Our new Coroner, Mr. Paul 
Lincke, has had rather a busy time 
during the past several days. After 
going to Forestville on Christmas 
eve to hold an inquest over the body 
of Jack Crenshaw, the colored man 
who got drunk and frozeto death, he 
was called on Monday to go to the 

lantation of D. Griffin, „ about 

2 miles east of this city,to hold an in- 
quest over the body of a colored man 
by the name of Bob Smith, who was 
shot down and killed in his own 
house on Saturday while surroun- 
ded by his family. After returning 
from Mr. Griffin’s plantation his ser- 
vices wereagain required to hold still 
another inquest over the remains of 
the colored woman, Nancy Hummey, 
who was 71 up on Monday on 
the North Carolina Railroad, near 
the bridge over Walnut Creek. In 
this case Dr. William Little, of this 
city, attended as medical expert.

Lincke examined quite a large num- 
ber of witnesses and the git of the ev- 
idence went to show that a colored 
man named Badger Terrell 
went to Smith’s house on 
Saturday night, and from the 
doorway shot him dead with a May- 
nard rifle. The evidence also went 
to show that the difficulty wasa 
family one, originating in the undue 
familiarity of Smith with Terrell’s 
wife, and further, that the murder 
was r with the connivance of 
Smith’s wife, his mother-in-law and 
the wife of the perpetrator of the 
deed. Badger Terrell was brought 
to this city on Monday and lodged 
in jail, and his wife, Harriet, and 
the deceased's mother-in-law were 
also committed as accessories, 
Smith’s wife, Sukey, is under arrest, 
but has not yet been incarcerated, as 
she had but recently given birth to 
an infant.

lighted up into a fierce blaze, and a 
long and bitter contest is probable. 

If these railroad strikes only affected 
the interests of the contending parties, 
outsiders might be inclined to stand 
off as neutral spectaiors of the strug- 
gle, but as they operate to the pros- 
tration of business and the crippling 
of the industries of the country, the 
public has just cause of complaint at 
the frequent occurrence of these em- 
broglios, which so jeopordize their 
Vital interests.

The yew eighteen hundred and 
seventy-three goes down to-day into 
the irretrievable past, and will hence- 
forth only be remembered as having 
been treighted with the usual amount 
of griefs and sorrows and joys and 
pleasures to every human being. 


regret for mistakes made during the 
year just closing, and who is it that 
will not to-night make new resolves 
forthe year just dawning uponus? 
We part with the retiring year with 
feelings of sincere regret—feeling that 
we are parting with a friend who 
mnay have given us some pain, but 
Whose errors we are willing to bury 
with the dead, desiring only to re— 
member the bright side of his life. 

Nothing of any moment is now 
transpiving in this country. The 
holidays taken by Congress and the 
ral Legislatures creates a lull in 
all public matters, and the leading 
papers are only discussing measures 
that are to be considered after a re- 
turn to work by these bodies. Con- 
gress has not many grave matters to 
discuss, although much time will 
doubtless be occupied in considering 
the thousand minor bills which have 
already been introduced and which 
willbe placed before it when the 
members return from their constitu- 
ents. The question of the finances 
of the country will doubtless receive 
much attention, though opinion is 
divided as to the Congressional ac- 
tion that will be taken in this mat- 
ter; some sections clamoring for an 
expansion while others oppose this 
measure, It is clear, however, in 
the present depleted condition of the 
Government Treasury, that some- 
thing must be done in this quarter, 
or Congress will find a clamor over 
its head that will not prove altogeth- 
er pleasant. 

The Virginius matter is now fast 
dropping out of public attention, and 
is indeed becoming a threadbare sub. 
ject. No complication can now grow 
out of it, no bloodshed will flow, and 
the only practical result from the 
whole matter has been the withdraw- 
ul of Minister SKS and the ap- 
pointment of CALEB CUSHING in his 
place—an event that will not be de- 
plored by the American public. 

The disastrous results of the late 
financial panic is gradually wearing 
away—many of the large manufac- 
turing establishments of the North, 
that werecompelled to suspend work, 
have resumed operations, and it is to 
be hoped that every branch of indus- 
try will soon be moving in its aceus- 
tomed channel. 

The new year will dawn upon this 
country with no war upon its hands, 
with peace toward the outside world 
and comparative peace and quiet 
within her borders. The animosities 
of the past are rapidly subsiding, all 
sections are beginning to feel a more 
common interest in the National 
Government; the oppressive action of 
the general Government towards the 
Southern States is fast becoming less 
obnoxious; the miserable thieving 
element that a few years ago con- 
trolled our State governments has 
become extinct except in some few 
cases, and as a consequence we find 
more honesty in public circles ; the 
true element of the South is well 
represented in the Congressional 
halls; and in the advent of the new 
year we see nothing that should cause
